ning to rep air o ther streets by the 
same means that this one was re­ 
p aired. 
DeGoly er tic Co. hav e the 
-co ntract fo r the p av ing o f Perkins 
street and recently p u rchased a new 
ten-to n steam ro ller. 
The ro ller a r­ 
riv ed here and wishing to try it ou t, 
the co nstru ctio n comp any receiv ed 
p ermissio n fro m the street commis­ 
sio ner to p low u p Morgan street. The 
o nly co st to the city was fo r the 
grading. 
The street was p u t in su ch good 
co nditio n that the p ro p erty owners 
o ther streets are clamo ring fo r 
m 
Morgan street 
similar imp rov ement, 
wou ld be oiled if any oil was ob­ 
tainable \ bu t at p resent there is none 
in the city and this p art o f it will 
hav e to be delay ed. DeGoly er & Go. 
o ffer to p low u p 
the streets fo r 
twelv e do llars a* block. 
The co st o f 
the p lowing will 
fall on the city , 
while the p ro p erty owners will p ay 
fo r the oil. 
The sectio n o f street that is to be 
rep aired is first p lowed, u p and grad­ 
ed. The oil is then rolled in with this 
ten-to n ro ller. 
When it once p acks 
the street is smooth and is a great 
imp rov ement ov er p resent co nditions. 
A sectio n o f Jackso n street was re­ 
p aired in this manner two y ears ago 
and the street is in fine shap e to day . 
The co nstru ctio n comp any offers to 
do this wo rk and Tu esday night at 
the cou ncil meeting the q u estio n will 
likely come u p and sev eial 
streets 
o rdered rep aired. 
Along with this 
imp rov ement will 
come many p etitio ns fo r oiling u n­ 
der the law p assed by 
the 
recent 
legislatu re. 
In all p ro bability 
the 
p etitio ns will go thro u gh 
and the 
clerk will adv ertise r fo r 
bids. 
Of 
co u rse it will be some time 
before 
the work will start bu t the p ro p erty 
o wners show that they want the oil 
and a majo rity o f the streets will be 
oiled befo re the su mmer is ov er. The 
city clerk has a p etitio n fo r the oil­ 
ing o f Arthu r, 
Ninth 
and 
Third 
streets. 
The oiling o f Arthu r and 
Ninth streets is fo r the entire length 
o f the streets while that 
o f Third 
street is fro m Morgan street west to 
Bu ena Vista av enu e. 
That p o rtio n o f Third street is to 
be oiled will also be p lowed u p anc 
rep aired by the city . 
This section 
o f street is one o f the wo rst in the 
city and the imp rov ement will be 
welcomed. Many more p etitio ns wil 
be p resented to the cou ncil 
and 
lo o ks as tho u gh the meeting Tu esday 
night will be dev o ted to the su bjec 
o f street imp rov ements.

One o f the argu ments 
made by

shou ld be held fo r the mismanage­ 
ment o f the men higher u p who can 
not be reached by the laws.

Mr. Ry an asserted that the state 
can not show u nder the p resent in­ 
dictments that it was the du ty o f the 
engineraan to leav e liis cab and see 
that any switch was closed. He a r­ 
gu ed fu rther that the indictment as 
drawn does not assert that the de­ 
fendants were emp loy ed by the C., j ,,.jv e* 
f. & D.; that they were agents o f 1 
the comp any which made the ru les 
go v erning the closing o f the switch; 
hat the C., H. & D. owned any ro ad 
in Marion co u nty ; 
that the indict­ 
ment does no t show what siding or 
p o ssing track was left op en, and that 
the wav it is worded tlie co u rt is ex ­ 
p ected to assu me mu ch. 
There 
is 
no t a fact alleged in the indictment 
which if tru e, wou ld giv e the co u rts 
au tho rity to sentence York or Gross 
to one day in jail fo r manslau ghter, 
Mr. Ry an said. 
Dep u ty 
Pro secu to r 
McCallister 
co ntended that it was the 
obv iou s 
du ty o f York and Gross to close the 
switch where the wreck 
o ccu rred, 
and that while there may be no law 
making it their sp ecific du ty to do 
so they were bou nd as railro ad men 
to know the danger o f leav ing the 
switch op en, and when they failed to 
clo se it they shou ld be held resp o nsi­ 
ble. 
In rep ly to the argu ment that 
to su stain a manslau ghter 
charge 
there mu st be some act committed, 
instead o f an omission, he said that 
liability may resu lt fro m an omission 
o f du ty . Shou ld the motion to 
qua sh 
be o v erru led the cases p ro bably will 
be set fo r trial this month.

fou nd in the best p art o f the city . 
Of co u rse, he p ointed ou t, there were 
slu m co nditio ns near the du mp and 
in the no rtheast p art o f the city , bu t 
that they were both segregated. 
He adv ised that a v isiting com­ 
mittee be ap p o inted by the asso cia­ 
tion that wou ld v isit the p laces and 
u se so ap and water, 
lie said that

“It shall be u nlawfu l fo r any p er­ 
son u nder the age 2 1 y ears, directly 
o r indirectly , to receiv e o r accep t fo r 
his o r fo r the u se o f any o ther p er­ 
son, o r to keep o r own o r to hav e 
in his p o ssessio n o r to sell either as 
p rincip al o r agent, any cigarettes, o r 
cagarette p ap er co ntaining nico tine, 
oil o f hemp o r any 
deleterio u s 
or 
p oiso no u s ingredient 
o r 
su bstance 
made o r p rep ared rtnsr the p u rp o» e 
o f being filled with to bacco fo r smo k­ 
ing, o r any su bstitu te fo r su ch cig­ 
arette p ap er.” 
The act also makes it u nlawfu l fo r 
any p erso n to misrep resent his o r her 
age and state that he o r she is ov er 
the age o f 2 1 y ears in o rder to p er- 
chase or p ro cu re any cigarette o r 
su ch cigarette p ap er, and a p enalty 
o f $1 0 0 o r 
imp riso nment 
in

"The senate of the United 
States shall b e composed of two 
senators from each state, elect­ 
ed b y the people thereof for six 
y ears, and each senator shall 
hav e one v ote.

each state shall hav e the qu alifi­ 
cations requ isite for electors of 
the most nu merou s b ranch of 
the state legislatu res. 
"When v acancies happen in 
the representation of any state 
in the senate the ex ecu tiv e au ­ 
thority of su ch state shall issu e 
writs of election to fill su ch v a­ 
cancies, prov ided that the legis­ 
latu re of any state may empow­

Many 
legislatu res which hav e adjou rned will 
not reconv ene u ntil a few weeks b e­ 
fore the terms of more than thirty 
senators ex pire. 
It is ex pected that in many states 
the legislatu res will adopt the plan 
au thorized in the new amendment and 
direct the gov ernors to appoint sena­ 
tors temporarily u ntil the people can 
elect men at regu larly called elections. 
Special sessions of the legislatu res 
will b e u rged in many states, so that 
the necessary laws can b e passed b e­ 
fore the general elections of 
1 91 4 . In 
some states action has already b een 
taken or will b e b efore the legislatu res 
end their present sessions au thorizing 
the people to v ote for senators at nex t 
y ear’s election. 
Senator Joseph L. Bristow of Kan­ 
sas. au thor of the joint resolu tion 
adopted b y congress, b y which ratifi­ 
cation was set in motion, ex pressed 
great delight when informed of Con­ 
necticu t’s action. 
It was his firm con­ 
v iction, he said, that the direct elec­ 
tion of senators wou ld prev ent cor­ 
ru pt practices and make it possib le for 
a man of moderate means to enter the 
senate. 
In his opinion, it will b e impossib le 
for a man of wealth to pu rchase the 
electorate of an entire state, an en­ 
tirely different m atter from b u y ing a 
su fficient nu mb er of legislators to se­ 
cu re an election. 
A repetition of the 
Lorimer and similar scandals, in the 
ju dgm ent of Mr. Bristow, will b e Im­ 
possib le. 
Senator Cu mmins of Iowa said: “ For 
the past ten y ears I hav e b eer» working 
in b ehalf of su ch an amendment to 
the constitu tion. 
In my opinion, this

ernment? This amendment is the work 
of meu who hav e u tterly misconceiv ed 
the theory u pon which the sertate was 
made a pa*rt of the legislativ e b ranch 
of the gov ernment or who hav e mis­ 
led the people into sacrificing one of 
the su rest defenses they hav e had 
since the fou ndation of this repu b lic 
against the fu ry of partisan strife and 
the menace of sectional reprisal. 
“ The senate has been a salutary 
check upo n the crude and dangero us 
wo rk o f the ho use and the ty ranny o f 
the ex ecutiv e, and to the senate, with 
all its imperfectio ns, is the co untry 
indebted fo r the defeat o f many iniqui­ 
to us enterprises. 
“ It is to be made no w as nearly like 
the ho use in the character o f its mem­ 
bership, In the metho ds that men must 
ado pt to secure their electio n, and in­ 
stead o f the ho use as the pro duct o f 
the shifting passio ns o f the ho ur we 
shall hav e two , with the added dan­ 
ger o f demago gues elected fo r six 
y ears, instead o f two . and capable in 
that time o f do ing irreparable damage 
to the co untry and all its remaining in­ 
stitutio ns.” 
Altho ugh there was so me delay in 
getting the last few ratificatio ns nec­ 
essary to make up the three-fo urths, 
no pro po sed change in the federal co n­ 
stitutio n ev er receiv ed such a quick 
respo nse fro m legislatures.

It realizes the natio nal d anger 
and , p erceiv ing that its d o wnfall is 
likely , has su d d enly and u nco nstitu ­ 
tio nally co nclu d ed the lo an d esp ite the 
v igo ro u s p ro tests o f the rep resenta­ 
tiv es of the p eo p le.

if you want the alleys kept clean.” 
l>r. Owen read parts of the pro­ 
posed anti-fly^ ordinance and pointed 
out that it had none of the objec- 
tional features the proposed Indian­ 
apolis ordinance has. It merely asks 
men to do simple things that are not 
costly, he said. 
Dr. W, H. Wylie spoke from the 
viewpoint of the tenant in a miser­ 
able housing condition furnished by 
his opulent landlord. 
He asked if 
there were any who 
believed 
they 
were clean who would not have a 
very hard time obeying the laws of 
health under the conditions that ex­ 
ist in some homes in Rushville. 
He 
pointed out that in many homes there 
was no running water and that open 
vaults were within fifteen feet of the 
back door. 
Dr. W ylie told of a double house iu 
the west part of the city that rented 
for $11.50 a month. 
He said a con­ 
servative estimate would not place 
its value at over $200. 
He figured 
out that the rent netted that landlord 
55 per cent on his investment. 
He 
recalled another which rents for $5 a 
month and which is not worth more 
than $100. 
Counting six per cent a 
legitimate earning on the investment, 
this property would 
not be worth 
more than eighty-five cents a month. 
“What is it ouf businessf someone 
may ask,” he continued. ‘‘If we have 
no right to try to care for our less 
fortunate neighbor’s 
welfare 
and 
have no right in the eyes of the law, 
then we can work with a view to pro­ 
tecting ourselves and our 
families. 
Flies from the filth we have found 
here can get into our homes and our 
children are forced by law to attend 
school side by side with children that 
are reared in such environment. This, 
is not considering it from a humani­ 
tarian standpoint.” 
Dr. Lewis was asked to 
----- * 
on the report. 
He remarked face­ 
tiously that the city health 
officer 
was limited in his work because he 
got $1,000 a year, $75 in cash 
the remainder in cussings. He point­ 
ed out that the health board needed 
public sentiment back of it. * He said 
committees might visit some places 
where the housing conditions were 
the worst, and that the board would 
condemn them, if there was need for 
such action, and the people 
would 
tand by the board. 
A woman at the meeting asked if 
it would not be possible to have some 
boys hair cut and Dr. Lewis replied 
that the city health 
board 
had no 
money. 
This moved Dr. Frank II. 
Green, county health commissioner, 
to 
reveal 
conditions 
surrounding15* 
health work, 
lie said health officers 
were retarded by the lack of funds, 
especially in the city. If people want 
money for the city health officer to 
spend in a worthy cause, the people 
must have the council appropriate it. 
He said he needed $500 for use in the 
county alone. 
County 
Superintendent 
C. 
M. 
George suggested that a visitingnurse 
be apointed to visit the places that 
were worst and that a visit be made 
to the recorder’s office to see who 
owned them. 
He said the landlort 
should be made do better.. 
Dr. Lewis then suggested that the 
health committee report to the as­ 
sociation and that the report be tak­ 
en up with him with a view to advis­ 
ing on it in regard to 
action 
that 
should be taken. 
After a few more 
remarks by people in the 
meeting, 
adjournment was taken. 
The Rev. 
C. M. Yocum, president of the asso­ 
ciation, presided. 


Runs Away and Mrs. Philip Six and 


Son Floyd of Near Gwynneville 


Are Seriously Injured. 


BRIDLE BIT BREAKS IN TWO 


Young Horse Knocks Boy Down and 


Mother Escapes by Jumping— 


Alights on Her Head. 


Mrs. Philip Six and son, Floyd, 
aged eighteen years, residing one mile 
north of Gwynneville, underwent a 
terrible experience 
Thursday after­ 
noon at three o’clock, while driving a 
young horse from 
their home 
to 
Gwynneville. 
The older horses were being used 
for the farm w ork, so the son decided 
to drive the colt to town. 
The ani­ 
mal had been driven several, times 
before and he thought that he could 
handle it all right. 
The son and the 
mother had only gotten a short dis-. 
tance from the home when the colt 
began to shy and jump out to the side 
of the road. 
Being unable to get it back 
into 
the middle 
of the pike, 
the lad 
climbed from the buggy and took 
hold of tliQ bridle and attempted to 
lead the animal back into the road. 
After several unsuccessful attempts, 
the colt became very unruly 
and 
reared in the air. 
When the horse 
did this, the bridle bit broke and the 
spirited colt gave a lunge forward, 
knocking young Six down and run­ 
ning over him. 
The lad screamed to his mother 
to jump from the buggy, and as she 
did so was 
hurled to the 
ground. 
Besides the scalp wound she was 
otherwise injured. 
At fir>t it was 
thought she might be fatally hurt, 
but after a do>e examination of the 
injuries by the attending physician 
it was announced that they were not 
of a fatal nature. 
The young man was not seriously 
injured, but suffered severe bruises 
to his body and legs. 
H is face was 
skinned up very much. 
The animal was hitched to a good 
buggy, but it was totally demolished 
as the frantic colt continued in its 
wild fiight until it had freed itself 
the buggy and harness after run­ 
ning over the young man. 
The colt 
was going toward Gwynneville, but 
was headed off. 
It then ran back to 
barn lot at the Six farm. 
Mrs. 
Six was removed to her home from 
kcene of the accident in the F. 
M Alexander automobile, which came 
out from Gwvnneville.
